However, 
the North Vietnamese delega­ 
tion in Paris relayed a copy of 
Johnson’s speech to Hanoi. 
In Cairo, a member of a visit­ 
ing Viet Cong delegation said 
the President’s speech indicated 
“the Americans mean no peace 
and our people have no choice 
but to continue fighting.” The 
delegate, Pham Van Quang, ob­ 
served that Johnson said he was 
sending more troops to Vietnam 
and was seeking an increase in 
war expenditures. 
The Red Chinese, long op­ 
posed to any settlement in Viet 
nam short of a complete Com 
munist victory, were also ex­ 
pected to reject or ignore the 
Johnson overture. The Peking 
correspondent of Japan’s Kyodo 
News Service said the Chinese 
interpreted

nouncement to mean the Ameri 
cans had lost confidence in their 
ability to win the war. 
In Hong Kong, both Commu 
nisi and anti-Communist news 
papers agreed that the bombing 
cutback spelled U.S. defeat in 
the fight against Communism in 
Asia.

John Gorton said his govern­ 
ment has cabled Britain and 
Russia, asking them to use their 
best efforts to persuade Hanoi 
to agree to peace talks. He said 
Johnson’s bombing curtailment 
was a “most significant and 
generous offer” and said it “ will 
nrovide the acid test of whether 
Hanoi wants peace or not.”

Local Remap Looms Across US.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pro­ 
pelled by logic and an ecctra- 
large dosage of judicial activ­ 
ism, the Supreme Court has 
spun out the revolution it began 
in March 1962 when it gave fed­ 
eral 
courts 
jurisdiction 
over 
malapportioned legislatures. 
If state legislatures must be 
based on districts that are sub­ 
stantially equal in population, 


as the court said in June 1964 
they must be, shouldn’t city, 
town and county governing bod­ 
ies that are creatures of these 
legislatures be bound by the 
same rule?

spending or taxing or reducing 
taxes. 
But gradually the idea of fine 
tuning began to sound absurd. 
Politics and the war were par­ 
tially responsible. Without the 
power to raise or lower taxes, to 
manipulate fiscal affairs, the 
economy 
couldn’t 
be 
tuned. 
And, regardless of aims, de­ 
fense costs made a mockery of 
fiscal balance. 
Obstacles always have been in 
the way of Johnson’s fiscal poli­ 
cies. French President Charles 
de Gaulle and his challenge to 
the dollar, Congress, the Fed, 
party members, youth, Negroes, 
intellectuals. All have been crit­ 
ical and demanding. 
Is 
Johnson responsible 
for 
these 
fiscal 
and 
monetary 
crises? 
It is far too early to guess how 
history will assess his handling 
of these issues. It is safe to say 
that he inherited a healthy econ­ 
omy. But he also inherited a 
long-standing balance of pay­ 
ments problem. He didn’t create 


many of today’s money prob­ 
lems. 
Finally in that year, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve 
Board, thinking 
the economy too hot, literally 
challenged the President’s ex­ 
pansion policies. The Fed cut 
the money supply sharply, just 
at the time that Johnson’s poli­ 
cies 
demanded 
money. 
He 
argued, but he had to give in. 
In 1967 he attempd to raise in­ 
come taxes but was blocked by 
Congress, which wanted also a 
cutback in expenditures. As this 
stalemate continued, the value 
of the dollar became suspect 
overseas. 
All these problems describe a 
great contrast to a few years 
earlier. 
When 
Johnson 
was 
elected, the New Economics ap­ 
peared to be proving itself. And 
after a tax cut sent the economy 
surging, the New Economics 
seemed like wisdom. 
Fine tuning was a phrase 
much publicizied. A tenet of the 
New Economics, it held that the 
economy could be made to sing 
a pleasant tune by the proper 
use of prods and restraints, by 


NEW YORK (AP) — As a 
symbol of President Johnson’s 
f i s c a l 
frustrations, 
nothing 
stands out more clearly than the 
fact that while advocating low 
interest rates he has presided 
over some of the highest rates 
of the century. 
Much of his economic pro­ 
gram has been filled with these 
needling ironies and great frus­ 
trations. And although the econ­ 
omy has prospered under John­ 
son, it has taken on an unheal­ 
thy, 
inflationary

also. 
There have always been prob­ 
lems, imbalances, stalemates. 
A man of power—he

Johnson has found himself ei­ 
ther unable to time his courses 
of fiscal action or else has had 
his ideas blocked. 
Some of his advisers urged 
him to seek a tax increase dur­ 
ing 1966, but he postponed the 
decision month by month. Infla­ 
tion crept into the economy and 
it grew and that was the start of 


airlines even more conscious of the ne­ 
cessity for protecting their planes.

In the wake of the latest joyride 
which diverted a 
National Airlines 
craft from Florida to Havana, the Cu­ 
ban dictator said he might not return 
such hijacked planes in the future. It 
seems some of the boats and small 
planes in which refugees have fled to 
the U. S. have not been returned to 
Cuba. 
It is useless to argue with the kind 
of mind that would equate hijacked 
passenger liners and worthless refugee 
boats. But it should make American

He sent legislation to the City 
Council which would empower 
him to declare a state of em er­ 
gency, either citywide or in a 
specified area, upon written cer­ 
tification of the city’s em ergen­ 
cy Control Board. 
Under the proposed legisla­ 
tion, in the event of an outbreak 
of civil disorder, 
the 
mayor 
would be empowered to ban the 
sale and display of firearm s and 
ammunition, establish a curfew, 
prohibit the sale of alcoholic 
beverages and close places nor­ 
mally used for public entertain­ 
ment. 
He also would be able to con­ 
trol the flow of vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic in the emer­ 
gency area except for em ergen­ 
cy services.
